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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 17-30 are pending in the instant application. Claims 1-16 were cancelled. 

Priority 

This application is a 371 of PCT/FR03/02987, filed on 10/10/2003 which claims a 
foreign priority date of 1 0/1 1/2002. A certified copy of the priority document has been 
received. In the event that intervening art is found, an English translation of the priority 
document is required to assert the foreign priority date according to 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a), 
365(b), and 365(c).

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group I, claim(s) 17-24, drawn to products comprising a lipid and metabolism favouring 
factor and an antioxidant agent. 

Group II, claim(s) 25-30, drawn to methods of using products of Group I. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the technical feature 
that links all claims in the instant application is "a compound favouring lipid and 
carbohydrate metabolism and an antioxidant agent" and is embodied in claim 17 is not a 
contribution over the prior art. For example, US 5,948,772 A (de la Harpe et al.) 
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teaches the combination of chromium picolinate (a compound known to increase 
carbohydrate and lipid metabolism) and ascorbic acid (an antioxidant). Therefore, the 
application lacks "unity of invention". 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as recited in the examples of the specification. These species 
have diverse chemical structures making them distinct such that a prior art reference 
anticipating one would not anticipate another species. In addition, their common core 



which shares the same core as Formula I. Thus, they too lack unity of invention.
